This Office is in receipt of an investigation made by the Pennsyl- 
vania State Police regarding the subject, VIVIAN DAHL, indicating that che 
is active in organizing and working in the Communist Party in this area. 


The report is as follows: 


Subject was born February 6, 1911, at Beatrice, Nebraska. She at- 
tended grammar school in 1923, high school in 1927, and graduated from the 
University of Nebraska in 1933. She has been employed as a teacher, statis- 
tician and investigator, organizer, plece worker, packer, investigator, and 
is presently employed by the United States Government in the Wage and Hour 
Division, 1630 Widener Building, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, as an inspect- 
or. Employment began with this Division on August 7, 1939. 


Subject has lived in Nebraska, California, New Jorsey, and various. 
parts of Pennsylvania, and presently resides at 335 South 18th Street, Phila- 
delphia, Pennsylvania. 


She is married to LIEF DAHL, who was under investigatica by this 
Office as an active member of the Communist Party, but who is now in the 
United States Army. 


Subject has traveled extensively throughout the United States, and 
her employment record indicates that she is an organiser, and is well known 
in trade union circles of Minneapolis, Trenton, and Camden, New Jersey. | 
She has done considerable work in organizing workers into unions,and she 
was on the payroll of the Agricultural and Cannery Workers, CIO, Union. 


Report indicates that the subject has been arrested on several oc- 
casions for charges of serving circulars without a permit, disorderly con- 
duct, and inciting a riot, and on one occasion, paid a ten-dollar fine for 
disorderly conduct. 


The subject was employed from March, 1938, to February, 1939, as 
an organizer for the Amsrican Federation of Teachers, Philadelphia, Penne 
sylvania, under Mre. MARY FOLEY GROSSMAN. Her job was to’ “organize locals 
throughout the State of Pennsylvania, and some of her Work was done in 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. She has been known to assdciate with known Com- 
munist Party organizers to the extent of. noe a ghest in their homes while 
she was working in Pittsburgh.

The annual convention of the Pennsylvania Industrial Union 
Council - CIO was held at York, Pennsylvania, from April 18th to 20th, 
inclusive, 1944. The Agents at York who covered the activities of the 
Communist Party during the convention advised that VIVIAN DAHL was 
present as a representative of the Wages and Hours Bureau. 


; Following the convention, 
the writer that he was acquainted with VIVIAN DAHL Sno had seen her at 
the convention. The Informant knew that VIVIAN DAHL had been active 
in the Communist Party as recently as 1942 and that meetings of Party 
members were held at her apartment. He had received some of this in- 
formation from PAUL BgYLAN, a former Party member, who had actually 
attended some of the meetings. (It is believed that B@YLAN is no 49 
longer a member of the Party but he should not be contacted as a po-| pe | 
tential witness since it is not believed that he would be willing to] ~ 4/21 
furnish information directly to this Bureau.) yet 


After LIEF DAHL, VIVIAN's husband, went into the Army, 
VIVIAN apparently ceased to be active in the Communist Party and the 


, Informant claims he heard someplace that LIEF DAHL also had soured on 


* the Party. 


At York the Informant was able to observe VIVIAN DAHL. Her 

‘duties at the convention consisted of handing out literature of the Wages t. 
anc Hours Bureau. She stopped at the Colonial Hotel. Informant says 

that as far as he was able to observe, persons who were known to him to 

be Communist and who might reasonably be expected to know VIVIAN DAHL 

and to be friendly with her if she were still a member of the Party, 

showed no signs of fraternizing with her, so that he now has some doubt 

as to whether VIVIAN DAHL has retained her Party Meme RSP ‘ 


On May 5, 1944, Informant said that he had learned that VIVIAN 
DAHL was now under transfer and that she would depart from Philadelphia 
permanently on June 15, 1944. It is, therefore, suggested that this case 


’ be assigned immediately for investigation so that it can he given necessary 


‘attention before the date of VIVIAN PAHL's departure.

She was born February 6, 1911 at Beatrice, Nebraska, and, while the informant 
did not kmow particulars of her early background and history, stated that her 
parents had owned a large farm in Nebraska, She attended grammar and high 
school in Nebraska and in Sept ember 1929 entered the University of Nebraska, 
studying there until April 1933. She did not receive a degree according to 
informant . , 


Her first position was as a teacher in the Cross Road Sohool District, Arnold, 
Nebraska, from September 1927 to June 1929, She was employed by C. E. JONES, 
Chapaugua, Beatrice, Nebraska, as a business manager in the summer months be~ 
tween school sessions. From April 1933 to April 193, she worked in the 

Farm Research Bureau, Washington, D, Ce as a Field Investigator and Statisti- 
cian, and from April 193 for one year she was associated with the Agricultural 
Workers Organizing Committee in Washington, D. Ce From August 1935 until Sep- 
tember 1935, she was a piece worker for Cambell Soup Company at Camden, Ne Je;

Mr. CHARLES M. SANIWICK, r., 619 Spring Garden St., Easton, Pa., 
a Uathematics teacher in the Easton High School, furnished the following 
information: 


From approximately 1934 until the Fall of 1938 SAND'ICK was a teacher. 
in the @.P.A; Adult Education Projects in both Allentown, Pa., and Bethlehen, 
Pa. A group of high school teachers in Allentown and vicinity had formes 
Local 359 of the American Federation of Teachers, A. Fr. of Lo, but they all 
left to become affiliated with the Penmsylvania Asscciation of Teachers and 
during that time the membership of Local 359 was composed almost entirely of 
teachers in the Adult, Education Projects in Allentown, Daston and Rethiehen, 
all Pao, and their surrounding areas. SAUDVICK was the Seeretary of this 
Local and a man named WINSLOW N, HALLETT was its Treasurer. 


A wtinority of the menkers of this Local, mainly from Allentown and 
vicinity, were else members of the Communist Party, This Commmist minority 
attempted to daninate the Local and SANIWICK, who was then a Sodialist, 
bitterly opposed them. The members from Allentown, Bethlehem and Easton 
desired to form their own locals, The Commmnista opposed this because it 
would lessen their ability to gain control. However, SANDWICK and his 
group were able to forse through the establishment of branches of Local 359 
in each of these cities. However, the branches failed to function and aroused 
little interest because they were too dependent on the parent local and Local 
359 almost ceased existence because of lack of membership. 


in the early sumer of 1938 a woman named VIVIAN DAHL appeared in 
Allentown as a State Organizer for the American Federation of Teachera and 
preceeded to reorganize Local. 359 without SANDWICK and hig anti-Communist 
group. VIVIAN DAHL save as her address the samo address as MARY FOLEY GROSSMAN 
in Philadelphia, Pa., who was then a Regional Vice President of the American 
Federation of Teachers and was generally known to be a Commmist although
